Priority 

Acknowledge is made of applicants' claim for foreign priority base on an 
application 91 105490 filed in Taiwan on 03/21/2002 . 

It is noted that Applicants have filled a certified copy of said application as 
required by U.S.C 119, which papers have been placed of record in the file.

Examiner confirms that Applicants elected to prosecute Claims 9-14 without 
prejudice.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b)/ 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and 
was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by Nakagomi et 
al., U.S. Patent No. 5,742,173 (hereafter Nakagomi). 

Regarding claim 9, Nakagomi discloses a probe pad 32 on a 
semiconductor circuit for electric characteristic measurement which has a mark- 
shape 33 to indicate the relative location of the probe pad on the semiconductor 
circuit (lines 55-60, Col. 6). 

lino et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,412,329 and Takeuchi et al., U.S. Patent No. 
6,849,957 also discloses the limitations cited in claim 9. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
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subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakagomi et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,742,173 (hereafter Nakagomi). 

Regarding claims 10-13, Nakagomi fails to disclose the shape of the mark as 
cited in claims 10-13. However, the differences in shape of the mark would not change 
the functions or manner of the mark and it is unpatentable. The selection of such 
parameters such as energy, concentration, temperature, time, molar fraction, 
depth, thickness, shape, etc., would have been obvious and involve routine 
optimization which has been held to be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 
"Normally, it is to be expected that a change in energy, concentration, temperature, 
time, molar fraction, depth, thickness, shape, etc., or in conbination of the 
parameters would be an unpatentable modification. Under some circumstances, 
however, changes such as these may impart patentability to a process if the particular 
ranges claimed produce a new and unexpected result which is different in kind and not 
merely degree from the results of the prior art ... such ranges are termed "critical ranges 
and the applicant has the burden of proving such criticality.... More particularly, where 
the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to 
discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Aller 105 
USPQ233, 255 (CCPA 1955), See also In re Waite 77 USPQ 586 (CCPA 1948); In re 
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Scherl 70 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1946); In re Irmscher 66 USPQ 314 (CCPA 1945); In re 
Norman 66 USPQ 308 (CCPA 1945); In re Swenson 56 USPQ 372 (CCPA 1942); In re 
Sola 25 USPQ 433 (CCPA 1935); In re Dreyfus 24 USPQ 52 (CCPA 1934). 

Regarding claim 14, Nakagomi discloses the mark is made of some material 
such as stainless steel and it is obvious that copper, aluminum, or alloy of copper or 
aluminum would be used instead of stainless steel because these materials can be 
oxidant resistant and no changed by oxidation.
